INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


The following despatches have reached the War De- 

partment through General Sheridan’s Headquarters : 
Hears. Fort Custer, a ry: Oct. 30, 1880. 

I have the honor to. report that Lieut. Kislingbury. 
11th Infy:, Interpreter La Forge, 10 Crow scouts and 
a detachment of two non-commissioned officers, and 10 
men of Company M, 2d Cavalry, left this post this 
morning by order of the District Commander, for the 
mouth of the Musselshell River. The detachment took 
with it the —< train, fifteen days rations, f ;

upon by a party in ambush, a quarter of a mile from 
camp. The scouts fought them well till they had to 
fall without losing any men. 

“One of the horses was killed and three wounded 
the first volley. Am making my position strong as 
possible. They are bound to come back in force as 
soon as they get word to Poplar Creek Agency and 
Sitting Bull’s outfit. I shall do the best I can, and they 
shall not get in our ‘ shack” until they get us all.” 

From Fort Keogh, M. T., Nov. 12, 1880, Col. Miles 
telegraphs that ‘‘ meer Iiges states that he built a log 
hut and stockade at Mouth of Musselshell last summer, 
that will hold all of Lieut. Kislingbury’s men and ani- 
mals. There is also a rifle pit around the camp.” 

On the same date as ve Col. Miles telegraphs 
that ‘‘ Lieut. Kislingbury reports slight skirmish between 
his scouts and a stealing party, chiefly from Poplar 
Creek Agency, at Mouth of Musselshell. Will send 
Major Iiges over to that point to remain for a time to 
await the definite action of remaining hostile Camp 
near Woody Mountains.” 

SITTING BULL. 
Fort Kroan, M. T., Nov. 9, 1880. 

Lieut. Clark returned from Wolf Point last night. 
The White Scout and Sioux Indians sent to Sitting 
Bull’s Camp for his final answer, returned with this 
message : 

“Sitting Bull has given his promise to Major Walsh 
not to take any decided action until his Major Walsh’s 
return this month. Whether on Canadian soil or imme- 
diately south of the [line] Sitting Bull and his imme- 
diate followers appear to be under the control or influ- 
ence of that ian official. 

** His position is covered by half breed camps, which 
can at once be removed. These out of the way, with 
the surrenders that have been made, leaves Sitting Bull's 
following a camp of outlaws, which should surrender 
or be destroyed. If they recross the line I see no rea- 
son why they should not be arrested the same as other 
offenders. 

‘*Low Dog and party, the murderers of stage driver 
Fries, in July last, are with that camp. 

“The fifteen hundred surrendered Indians here are 
doing well and under good control.” 

Mrxzs, Bvt. Major Gen’! Com’ng. 
Burorp, D. T., Nov. 9, 1880. 

Allison has just returned, and I have heard all he has 
to say, and believe, beyond the shadow of a doubt, that 
he will be successful in bringing in Sitting Bullif not 
interfered with, and permitted to go out ayain so us to 
reach the Indian —- the 20th. There will be, 
says he, some nine hund Indians; therefore if they 
do come there will have to be some provision made to 
feed them, if it is intended they shall remain here dur- 
ing the winter. 





Brornerton, Commanding. 
Fort Koen, M. T., Nov. 12. 
a Ty Adjutant-General Department Dakota, St. 
aul: 


Being ordered away the responsibility entrusted to me 
by the department commander devolves upon others. 

Matters are quiet in this district. The surrendered 
Indians are well under the control of the officers in 
charge. I recommend that this command be not less 
than ten companies. I have sent Mayor Iiges, an expe- 
rienced officer, with three companies to the mouth of the 
Musselshell. He is familiar with that country and the 
friendly Indians. Should the department commander 
find it necessary to enforce his order of September 22, I 
recommend that Major Ilges’s force be increased to 
eight or ten full companies from other posts. Beside 
these carried from the post he could obtain supplies 
from Musselshell, Poplar Creek and Fort Assiniboine, 
as the Agency Indians do not stop sending out war and 
stealing parties and as the remaining hostiles obtain am- 
munition through them. I have obtained information 
of thousands of rounds supplied by one establishment. 
I most earnestly recommend that all fire-arms and every 

und of ammunition north of the Missouri River in the 

ands of civilians at every post, ranche, agency or else- 

where be destroyed or seized on some day and held 

until every hostile Indian has surrendered. It will be 

found in boxes, barrels and cans marked as merchan- 

dise. The Indians now have robes to trade for ammu- 

nition, and if is all removed there need be no trouble in 
future. The same would apply to Woody Mountain.

The order of September 22, referred to in the above 
despatch, is from General Terry, and approves of Gen- 
eral Miles’s proposal to wait 30 days for Indian surren- 
ders and then to ‘‘ hunt them down,” but it urges efforts 
to secure surrenders. ‘‘One proposition of yours, which 
Mr. Schurz mentioned to me, I do not approve—that is, 
the proposition to burn over the country north of the 
Missouri, so as to prevent the passage of Indians from 
the British provinces to the country between the Yel- 
lowstone and the Missouri. The region that you 
pose to burn over belongs to friendly tribes; it is their 
reservation, and we haye not the right to burn it over 
except as a last resort. Get ready for the field, but 
don’t move until the time is up.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Rear-Apmiraw Cuz, in a report dated at Yokohama, Oct. 
18, states that on the evening of Oct. 3 a typhoon set in at 
that place and lasted until 3 a. m. next morning, during 
which the U. 8. Naval Hospital received damage to fences, 
walls, roof, etc., amounting to several hundred dollars. The 
typhoon was one of unusual violence, and during the same 
week two others were reported by mail steamers. No vessels 
had been reported as lost, and those in port received no 
injury. On shore much damage was done and many lives 
lost in the coast, towns and at Tokio.

ARTILLERY AND INFANTRY HAT. 


Five hundred and seventy-three officers of the Artil- 
lery and Infantry have signed and submitted to General 
Sherman the following memorial : 
To the General of the Army : 
The officers of Artillery and Infantry, 
full: ach aunatimaied teiae General of the ae of the 
subject of the Uniform Hat worn by our respective Corps. 
Our present hat has never given satisfaction to the officers. 
It will hardly be beyond the truth if we say the 
Officers interested are nearly a unit in desiring 
that it should be . The hat is inconve- 
nient, uncomfortable, and unmilitary in appearance. Its 
shape makes it difficult to keep it on the head, especially in 
windy weather. A chin-strap is required to keep it on ; and 
when the strap is worn the hat is thrown forward on the 
brow, obscuring vision, and in manv cases producing head- 
aches. The absence cf a shield or protection of some sort 
in the rear, to k out the water from the neck in wet 
weather, and afford protection inst. the sun in warm 
weather, is not only an inconvenience, but is often the cause 
of ism, colds, and kindred ailments. Its unmilitary 
appearance is not denied anywhere. The helmet recom- 
mended by the Board on Army Equipment, which held its 
session in Washington last winter, the recommendations of 
which were — in G. O. No. 76. Headquarters of

THE SUBMARINE GUN. 

Tue protracted trials conducted on board the Destroyer 
to test its submarine gun, terminated last week. Hav- 
ing in a previous issue of the Journat described this 
novel type of naval artillery, it will suffice to remind our 
readers that its calibre is 16 inches, length of bore 30 
feet, and that it is placed at the bottom of the vessel, 
the muzzle passing through an opening formed in the 
wrought iron stem. 

We have hitherto in discussing the properties of the 
Destroyer, referred to its offensive weapon asa “tor- 
pedo,” a term not altogether inappropriate while it was 
actuated by compressed air. But Capt. Errosson hav- 
ing in the meantime wholly abolished compressed air in 
his new system of naval attack, substituting guns and 
guppowder as the means of producing motive energy, it 
will be proper to adopt the constructor’s term, projectile. 
It will not surprise those who are acquainted with the 
laws of hydrostatics and the enormous resistance offered 
to bodies moving swiftly through water, that the de- 
termination of the proper form of projectile for the sub- 
marine gun, has demanded protracted experiments, 
commencing at the beginuing of June and continued up 
to last week, as before stated. The greater portion of 
these experiments, it should be observed, has been car- 
ried out with a gun 30 feet long, 15 inches calibre—not 
a breech-loader, however, as in the Destroyer, but a 
muzzle-loader, suspended under the bottom of two 
wrecking scows; the gun being lifted above the water, 
after each shot, by sheers and suitable tackle. The 
present projectile of the Destroyer is the result of the 
extended trials referred to ; its length is 25 feet 6 inches, 
diameter 16 inches, and its weight 1,/00 lbs., including 
250 lbs. of explosive materials. We are not at liberty 
at present to describe its form, but we may mention that 
the great length of the body and the absence of all in- 
ternal machinery enable the constructor to carry the 
stated enormous quantity of explosive matter. With 
minimum charge of powder in the chamber of the gun, 
the speed attained by the projectile reaches 310 feet in 
the first three seconds. 

The question may be asked, in view of these facts, 
whether the boasted costly steam ram is not superseded 
by the cheap aggressive system represented by the 
Destroyer. Evidently the most powerful of the English 
steam rams could not destroy an armored ship as effec- 
tually as the projectile from the submarine gun, the ex- 
plosion of which is capable of shattering any naval 
structure. 

It should be borne in mind, also, that being protected 
by heavy inclined transverse armor, the Destroyer, at- 
tacking bows on, can defy ordnance of all calibres. 
Agaio, the carrier of the Submarine Gun, in addition to 
the swiftness of its projectile, can outrun ironclad ships. 





DEATH OF GEN. ZEILIN.

General Jacob Zeilin died 
at his residence in Washington, Nov. 28th, in the 75th 
year of his age, having been born July 16, 1806. Fu- 
neral services will take place at St. John’s Church in 
that city, on Saturday, Nov. 20th, at 11 o’clock a. M., 
and his remains will then be taken by the Baltimore 
and Potomac Railroad to Philadelphia. The usual 
military escort, provided for an officer of his rank, will 
accompany the remains to the church and the depot.

BREVETS FOR INDIAN SERVICE. 


Genera Croox’s remarks in his annual report upon 
brevets for Indian service, will be read with pleasure 
by a class of deserving officers who have too long 
suffered from the unjust discrimination Congress has 
chosen to make against this class of service. If some 
of our worthy legislators could participate in an Indian 
campaign they would speedily change their opinion 
as to what constitutes war. The best deserved of the 
brevets conferred for gallant service during the Rebel- 
lion were no more fairly earned than some of those 
which Congress has been asked to confer for ‘‘ the 
most dangerous, the most thankless, and the most trying 
of all service,” that against the Indians. The name 
signed to the official copy of Gen. Crook’s report which 
lies before us, that of John GQ. Bourke, A. D. C., is 
suggestive of the injustice done in this matter. Here is 
an officer who served during the Rebellion, and who 
has omitted no opportunity since to distinguish himself 
in the field against the Indians, and yet who still holds 
a subaltern’s commission, without even the encourage. 
ment of the brevet rank for which he has been recom- 
mended. His case illustrates the principle, and surely 
it is asking but little of Congress to bestow upon such 
men ‘‘the simple justice of a recognition which brings 
with it neither increase of rank nor pay, and has no 
value whatever, beyond the gratification afforded the 
worthy recipient, and the emulation it will surely ex- 
cite among his comrades and associates.” 








Some adverse criticisms have been made upon the 
execution of the law authorizing the appointment of 
non-commissioned officers to the grade of 2d lieutenant; 
but a careful study of what has already been accom- 
plished in this matter, will show not only that 
the law was wise in its inception, but that the 
beneficial results have already exceeded the most san 
guine expectations of the framers. During the past year 
no less than 16 non-com. officers have been appointed to 
the grade of 2d lieutenant in the Army. A superior 
class of young men are now coming to the recruiting 
rendezvous; and, so far as we have been able to learn, 
there never was a time when there was to be found so 
much intelligence exhibited in the men seeking to en- 
list, such a disposition to excel in the various duties 
imposed, and such amenability to discipline, as 
among those recently recruited. There is not 
the least doubt but that in a few years there 
will be a sufficient number of well informed, 
competent non-com. officers to fill all the vacancies not 
occupied by the W. P. graduates, so that the appoint- 
ment of an Army officer from the civil ranks will be 
an extremely rare occurrence, if, indeed, there will be 
any room for this class of appointees. So far as the 
execution of the law is concerned it is only necessary to 
say that every non-commissioned officer recommended 
for examination has been examined, and those recom- 
mended by the several boards have received their ap- 
pointments. The last appointment was that of the son 
of a gallant Volunteer officer, who entered the Service 
to take his chances for the promotion which he re- 
ceived immediately upon the completion of his two 
years of service. 








Tse unjust imputations on the health of the Naval 
Academy, formed by generalizing from the recent death 
of Cadet Midshipman C. J. Dudley, are noted ins 
special report of Medical Inspector A. C. Gorgas, who 
shows conclusively that young Dudley’s typhoid fever 
originated at his home in Columbus, Ga., and not at the 
Academy. The other two cases of typho-malarial fever, 
those of Prof. Munroe and the cadet engineer, are also 
traced to an origin during summer absence from the 
Academy. Medical Inspector Gorgas adds: ‘‘ Including 
these two and the marines and the Santee’s crew there 
are but eight persons on the sick list, the others having 
trivial diseases.” Rear-Admiral Balch, in forwarding 
this report to Secretary Thompson, says: ‘‘The clear 
and explicit statement of Medical Inspector Gorgas 
Would seem to render any further statement unnecessary. 
I have never known an officer more solicitous for the 
health and well being of all in this institution than Dr. 
Gorgas, and I feel well assured that the editorial of the 
New York Herald was printed without a proper know- 
ledge of the facts in the case.” 

Dr. Ridout, a health officer of Annapolis, says that 


that ‘‘the sanitary records of the Naval Academy, for 
more than thirty-five years, challenge comparison 
with those of any educational institution of the world. 
Under the administration of the present accomplished 
medical chief and his assistants, no parent in the land 
need fear a lack of watchfulness or ability.” 








On the 9th of November, Colonel Nelson A. Miles 
was telegraphed to come to Washington, and his depar- 
ture from Fort Keogh on the 17th is reported. He 
made a farewell address to his men, and it is quite evi- 
dent that he does not expect to join them again. The 
colonel is travelling toward his star, though it is not yet 
settled, so far as we can learn, as to whether his ap- 
pointment will be in the line or that of signal officer. 
The impression at the War Department is that he can 
have the vacant position of Chief of the Signal Corps if 
he wants it. The New York Times, of November 19, 
goes so far as to announce that he has been appointed, 
but the announcement is premature—at least, no in- 
formation to that cffect had been received at the Adju- 
tant-General’s Office up to Friday afternoon. Col. Miles 
would prefer an appointment in the line if a vacancy 
occurs, which is not unlikely. 


Tue Rev, Messrs. J. Hyatt Smith, J. D. Fulton, and 
T. C. Cuyler and others, of Brooklyn, have petitioned 
President Hayes to restore Cadet Whittaker ‘‘to his 
former place and position,” on the ground that ‘‘the case 
was not proven against the boy.” 














Tae Washington correspondent of the New York 
Tribune evidently thinks he has ‘‘ struck oil” io the 
matter of prospective retirements and promotions, for 
he writes that Surgeon-General Barnes is to be retired 
in about three weeks, that Asst. Surg.-Gen. Crane did 
have the best chance to step into his shoes, until the 
defeat of the Democratic candidate for the Presidency, 
when Chief Medical Purveyor Baxter took the lead; 
that Paymaster Gen. Brown will soon be retired, to be 
succeeded by Asst. Paymaster Gen. McClure; that 
Quartermaster Gen. Meigs and Insp.-Gen. Marcy may 
go on the retired list soon, in which case Gen. Grant 
will urge Col. Ingalls for Quartermaster-General, and 
Col. Sacket will succeed Gen. Marcy as the senior In- 
spector-General, and finally that Judge-Advocate-Gen. 
Dunn will remain on the active list for some time to 
come at least. 








Cui is preparing for an attack on Lima, and Com- 
mander Lynch is ravaging Northern Peru. Oct. 10, at 
Callao, a large torpedo was sent off in the hope of de- 
stroying some of the Chilian vessels. It held three tons 
of powder. It was arranged to explode by clockwork, 
and at nine o’clock in the morning treated the watchers 
on shore to a display of its powers. It threw up an 
immense volume of water, and shook the adjacent 
country. One house toppled over in Chorillos. The 
Chilian fleet was made aware of the danger, it appears, 
and gave the torpedo a wide berth. This torpedo did 
not succeed as well as some others the Peruvians have 
used, 





Chief Engineers C. H. Loring, 8S. L. P. Ayres and G. 
W. Magee, of the Navy, the board appointed to examine 
the new steaner Anthracite, noted in former issues of 
the JovrnaL, have made their report, and it proves very 
favorable. The Board says: ‘‘ The especial feature of 
the vessel is her machinery, the boiler pressure carried 
being greatly larger than that in ordinary use under 
other systems. It was to demonstrate that such high 
pressure could be safely and efficiently utilized to fur- 
nish the motive power to a vessel on an ocean voyage 
that the Anthracite was sent across the Atlantic. Her 
successful passage and the efficient condition of the ma- 
chinery upon her arrival here ought, we think, to 
remove all doubts as to the practicability of the system. 
Its economy, its superiority to the systems now in vogue 
and its future career must be determined by experience, 
of which the record and results of the trial will form an 
item.” 











Tue Artillery regiments will have to be content with 
their present stations until another year. Someof them 
have had an unusually long time to wait, but their 
turn will'come.

WARREN COURT OF INQUIRY. 


On Thursday, Nov. 12, the first witness was Sergt. C; 
F. Gillies, 4th Cavalry, formerly an officer of the 21st 
Pa. Cav. Witness was with Gen. Sheridan when the 
5th Corps advanced upon the angle of the works. The 
marching of the men in the morning was rather slow, 
and they seemed weary and dispiri Warren’s man- 
ner was moody and depressed. Sheridan accompanied 
the infantry to the White Oak road. He remembered 
seeing him turn in his saddle after the firing and 
heard him shout to Gen. Warren from a distance at the 
top of his voice: “Gen. W swing round your 
right, and the rebels are beaten!” He thenrode oft and 
passed mee, & the hottest of the fire directly between 
the lines. The witness expected to see him fall ev: 
ustant. Gen. Warren turned to the witness and said ; 
‘* Get these people out of the way,” pointing to a cavalry 
escort of about 50 men who were in front of his lines, 
The witness did as requested, and the movement 'e 
While the battle was in he heard Gen. 8 
tell Col. Forsyth to give his compliments to Warren, if 
he saw him, and inform him that Gen. Sheridan wished 
to see him at his earliest convenience, 

Brig. and Bvt. Maj.-Gen. A. A. Humphreys, formerly 
commanding the 2d Corps, next took the stand, and de- 
scribed the important ious before Petersburg, 
prior to the battle of Five Forks, in which his Corps 
was engaged. By request, we abstain from reporting 
his evidence at present, pending the pi of > an 
official copy of it from the records of the Court, which 
will correct some of the errurs contained in eyen the 
fullest of the unofficial reports. 

Friday, Nov. 13, was devoted to the and 
correction of the record. Ou Monday, Nov. 15, no wit 
nesses appeared, and an adjournment was had until 
Wednesday, the i7th. On that day Brig. and Bvt. Maj.- 
Gen. J. J. Bartlett, U. 8. V., now of San Franciseo, 
who commanded a brigade in the advance of Griffin’s 
Division of the 5th Corps, was the only witness. Afver 
describing the advauce of the Five Forks, now i 
to our readers, Gen. Bartlett said : 

We halted on coming down at G. Boisseau’s house, 
and also when we met the cavalry. Gen. Sheridan called 
us out into the road, and pointing with his sabre, drew 
a line in the dust with it, and said: ‘*There is the White 
Oak road. The enemy is entrenched behind it. I will 
attack the entire front with the cavalry, while the in- 
fantry, which is the strongest arm I have, will strike 
their salient point in the left and rear.” This was on 
the morning of April 1. When the formation was 
finally made, Gen. Warren, with Ayres’s division as a 
pivot, wheeled the whole line around to the left; it was 
a difficult movement. After marching about a mile, [ 
heard heavy firing on my left, and concluded that Ayres 
was engaged with the enemy. We were then moving 
in a line at right angles to the fire. I became restless, 
and finally rode some distance towards the left, and saw 
that General Ayers had carried the return and was mov- 
ing across the Sidnor field. When I first saw the enemy 
there was some of the rebel troops at the eastern edge 
of the Sidnor field. My troops had been crowded to the 
right all the way up, and in the hope of finding a remedy 
I sent a staff officer to General Crawford to uscertain 
why it was. By this time we had reached the northern 
boundary of the Sidnor field, and bringing my troops to 
a halt, I faced them south and ran them down across 
the field, striking the enemy’s forces on the left. They 
were thus driven into Ayres’s command, and being in 
close quarters threw down their arms. I sent word to 
General Griffin what I had done and he fullowed with 
his whole command. We kept our course on a line 
with the works some distance to the north in the woods, 
all the time engaging with the enemy, but moving too 
rapidly to have anything like a formation. About sun- 
down I met General Sheridan in a small open field, near 
Five Forks, and while we were together Colonel Locke 
came up with his report from General Warren. It was 
at this time that General Sheridan put me in command 
of General Griffin's division.

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THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 


Ix recent numbers of the Journxat, we have published the 
substance of the annual reports of Lieut. Gen. Sheridan and 
Gens. McDowell, Drum, Wright, Benét and Willcox. We 
proceed with the digest of reports as follows : 


GENERAL SHERMAN 8 BEPORT. 

We begin with the annual report of the General of the 
Army. After calling attention to the subordinate reports, 
Gen. Sherman proceeds as follows: 

The diyisions and departments into which the territory of 
the United States is divided remain the same as last year and 
no changes have occurred in the commanding generals there- 
of, The organization of the Army provides for 11 general 
officers, 555 officers and 1,286 enlisted men for the staff ; 
1,989 officers and 24,214 enlisted'men for the line. Of these 
latter 694 are detailed as clerks or recruits unassigned to 
regiments, reducing the possible force for military service to 
23,520 enlisted men. The actual force must at all times be 
kept below that figure ‘there must always be allowed for 
** Sick,” ‘*‘ detached ser ‘ and other unavoidable causes at 
least ten per cent., r g the available force to about 
twenty thousand enlistea .aen. I therefore agree with Gen. 
Sheridan that the Army is too small in enlisted men to fulfil 
the heavy duties now imposed upon it and it is overworked. 
I therefore renew my recommendation of last year that Con- 
gress be asked to give 25,000 enlisted men specifically to the 
troops of the line of the Army, and to make arate pro- 
vision for the detachments of ordnance men, the engineer 
battalion, hospital stewards, commissary sergeants, West 
Point detachments, detailed clerks, etc., in the same manner 
as has already been done for the Signal Cerps. 

In this connection I will venture to call your attention to 
the fact that the Revised Statutes, edition of 1878, section 
1115, chapter 1, defining the organization of the Army, 
limits its strength to ‘‘not more than 30,000 enlisted men,” 
Lut subsequent appropriation bills, by provisos, have limited 
the expenditures to 25,000 enlisted men. Still the legal 
strength is 30,000 enlisted men, and that number is the 
least possible at which we can maintain the present organ- 
ization of forty regiments in anything like good order, dis- 
cipline, and economy, and I infer this end can be reached 
by simply omitting the provisos in the next Appropriation 
bill. The combatant force remains to-day the same that it 
was last year, composed of ten regiments of cavalry, five of 
artillery, and twenty-five of infantry, but under the proviso 
‘* limit ”"—25,000 men—the companies are too small for pro- 
= discipline or economical service, and I am convinced that 

he proposed increase of enlisted men will double the effi- 
ciency of the Army and hardly be felt in the annual expendi- 
tures. In this connection I submit the report of Inspector- 
Gen, Marcy, whose long service and experience entitles his 
recommendations to great respect. 

If any neglect has arisen in the artillery arm of the Ser- 
vice it has resulted from the impossibility of keeping the 
five mounted battalions to a proper standard for want of 
men, and by reason of the fact that ever since the Civil 
War there has been a disinclination on the part of Con- 
gress to provide enough modern guns for our seacoast forts, 
The prosperous times and easy financial condition of the 
Treasury may now enable Congress to provide suitable arma- 
ments for the forts which guard the chief harbors of the 
country, 

Gen. Sherman then turns his attention to the West, and 
reviews the reports of Gens. Sheridan, Hancock and McDow- 


ell. He employs the following language : 

The progress of settlement west of the Mississippiin the 
pavt fifteen years has been simply prodigious. rdly «a 
mcuptain but has been prospected for gold and silver ; and 
now prosperous farms and cattle ranches exist where ten 
years ago no man could venture. This is largely due to the 
soldier, but in an equal if not greater measure to the adven- 
turous pioneers themselves, and to that new and greatest of 
civilizers, the railroad. The Pacific Railroad, from Omaha 
to San Francisco, is now part of the great route which circles 
the earth, and is daily travelled by Europeans, Americans, 
and Asiatics in as much safety and with as much comfort as 
from New York to.Chicago. The Southern Pacific Railroad 
is approaching completion, traversing Kansas, New Mexico, 
Arizona, and Southern California, soon to include Texas and 
New Orleans. The President, you and I have receutly 
passed across that hitherto desolate and dangerous region in 
safety and comfort. The Northern Pacific Railroad is mak- 
ing rapid progress from Bismarck westward. These railroads 
are penetrating every valley and every district of country 
which holds out an inducement to settlement. These rail- 
roads have completely revolutionized our country in the past 
few years, and impose on the military an entire change of 
policy. Hitherto we have been compelled to maintain small 

ts along wagon and stage route of travel. These are no 
onger needed, because no longer used, and the settlements 
which grow up speedily along the new railroads afford the 
security necessary, and the regular stations, built for storage 
at convenient distances, afford the necessary shelter for stores 
and for the men when operating in the neighborhood. We 
should now absolutely abandon many of the smaller posts 
hitherto necessary, and concentrate at strategic points, gene- 
rally near the national frontier, or where the railroads inter- 
sect, so as to send out detachments promptly to the districts 
where needed. Congress alone has the power to dispose of 
the property of the United States, and we, the military, find 
ourselves possessed of lands and houses obtained in earlier 
times which demand occupation for preservation, and I 
earnestly recommend that provision be made by law for the 
sale of such abandoned military posts and buildings as is 
found to be necessary, with the right to apply the proceeds 
of the sale to other places the property of the United States. 

In Kansas, New Mexico, and Arizona, a single new post on 
the railroad would subserve the purpose of half a dozen’on 
the old wagon road. One at or near the 8. Pacific R. RB. 
would dispense with Forts Bowie, Grant, Bayard, Mimbres, 


Cumming, McRae, Craig, Thorn, and Selden. Forts Keogh 


and Custer on the Yellowstone, in a very short time will the

In my judgment the time has now come for the military 
authorities to select suitable strategic points for permanent 
Occupation an. improvement, whence detachments can be 
sent eut for special service.

yet our great commercial ports should be made so safe that 
even an Spey of danger would not be felt. Portland, 
Boston, Newport, New York, Philadelphia, Hampton Roads, 
Port Royal, Key West, Pensacola, New Orleans, San Diego, 
San Francisco and Port Townsend should all be properly 
fortitied and garrisoned. All minor forts should be yt 
abandoned. An annual appropriation of $1,000,000 would 
in ten years put these forts in good order and another $1,000,- 
000 a year would properly arm them, and the Secretary of 
War and President should have discretion in the disburse- 
ment of this money. Artillery oiicers should also be associ- 
ated with the engineer in constructing, altering and repairing 
sea coast defences, because the men who have to fight these 
batteries should have something to do in their construction. 


Gen, Sherman then proceeds to consider the Military 
Academy at West Point and the Artillery School at Fortress 


Monroe, saying : 

In my judgment both of these institutions are in as good 
order as possible, and both are an honor to the country. 
Education must be the surest. basis of national security and 
honor, The education and manly training imparted to youn 
men at West Point have repaid the United States a thousan 
times its cost and have more than verified the predictions of 
its founder. From time to time periodical complaints 
have arisen to its prejudice, such as occurred last year in 
regard to the colored cadet, Whittaker. A thorough, patien 
close investigation in the midst of a tumult of abuse res 
in a perfect vindication of. the authorities of that Academy. 
Every cadet at West Point is an appointee of a member of 
Congress, each member having a cadet of his own nomination 
there, with only ten appointed at large by the President. 
The corps of cadets is therefore a youthful counterpart of 
our national House of Representatives. The same laws, the 
same regulations, the same instruction books, clothing and 
food are common to all,-and a more democratic body never 
existed on earth than is the corps of cadets. 

Prejudice is alleged ainst colored cadets. Prejudice of 
race is the most difficult to contend against of any in this 
world. There is no more such prejudice at West Point than in 
the country at large, and the practice of social equality at West 
Point is in advance of the rest of the country. The authori- 
ties of the Academy have no voice in the selection of candi- 
dates, and must receive, train, and educate such as are sent 
there regardless of nationality, color, or previous condition, 
To discriminate in favor of a colored boy by reason of his 
color is as much 2 violation of the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution as to discriminate against him, perfect 
impartiality being the rule, and that I believe the authorities 
at West Point have endeavored to follow. In this connection 
I desire to state that in my judgment the requirement that all 
the enlisted men of the 9th and 10th Cavalry and of the 24th 
and 25th Infantry shall be colored men, while the officers are 
white, is not consistent with the amendment of the Constitu- 
tion referred to. All men should be enlisted who are quali- 
fied and assigned to regiments regardless of color or previous 
condition, Such has been the law and usage in the Navy 
for years, and the Army would soon grow accustomed te it, 
No y of men on earth, has more reverence for the con- 
stitution and the Jaws than the Army, and I pledge my own 
and the good faith of all in the service to enforce faithfully 
every part of the Constitution of the United States and every 
law made in pursuance thereof. Gen. Schofield is abundant- 
ly able to enforce the laws and regulations of the Academy. 

The education at Fort Monroe, under the supervision of 
Col. Getty, is purely professional, and Jimited chiefly to the 
artillery arm of the Service. This education cannot be found 
in any other college in America, and is valuable because the 
use of artillery is limited to war on a large scale, and cannot 
be learned in our Indian wars or in common life. When a 
necessity arises for artillery officers, as in our Mexican war, 
and also in our civil war, itis sudden and immediate. This 
school costs nothing but the ordinary garrison expenses. I 
still desire to establish a similar school for infantry and cav- 
alry at Leavenworth as soon as the condition of Indian affairs 
will admit of the sure release of some good infantry regiment 
from the distant frontier, which I hope will occur within the 
next year. 

In conclusion, I beg to state that the entire Army is, in my 
opinion, as — as patient, as willing to encounter dan- 
ger and hard égervice as at any former period of our history. 
The rapid extension of railroads and mails has much improved 
the general condition and contentment of officers and men, 
and they simply suffer the usual fate of peace in slow promo- 
tion ond apprehension of changes which never come. 

The country is so large that regimental transfers and 
changes are costly, and the consequence has been that many 
regiments have remained longer in remote quarters than 
seemed fair, but I have endeavored to make regimental 
changes as fast as possible, consistent with the annual ap- 
propriations. 

MAJ, GEN. HANOOCK’S REPORT. 


Major General Winfield 8. Hancock, Commanding the Mili- 
tary Division of the Atlantic, speaks of his command as 


follows : 
The geographical limits of the SMilitary Division of the 
Atlantic remain the same as last year, and embrace the two 
departments—East and South—the former being under my 
immediate command, with headquartersat Governor's Island, 
New York, and the Jatter under command of Brig.

MAJ.-GEN. SCHOFIELD’S BEPORT. 

Maj.-Gen. John M. Schofield, commanding the Military 
Department of West Point, devotes his report to the condi- 
tion of the Military Academy. He speaks of the various 
sanitary improvements and the accommodations made or 
desired. He refers with satisfaction to the fact that the 
systems of water supply and drainage are perfect, and malaria 
will speedily be put at defiance by the filling in of the low 
spaces, which the railroad company are required to do at 
their own expense to secure the right of way, as well as to 
contribute $50,000 for a new observatory. Work on the new 
hospital is progressing. The cadet barracks are being en- 
larged. Appropriations are asked for a swimming school, 
for cavalry barracks, for a cottage for the Board of Visitors, 
and for the equipment of cadets on admission. He commends 
the system of academic instruction, and suggests that cadets 
receive their warrants as such from the superintendent, and 
be subject to discharge for cause by the authorities of the 
Military Academy, under uniform rules established by 
law or the Regulations of the War Department. He 
takes issne with the many reports of successive an, 
nual Board of Visitors in favor of a higher standard of 
admission, holding that the system of appointment must first 
be changed to secure a higher grade of applicants. With 
regard to the discipline he says :

After Col, Miles’s ve 
successful movement against the hostile Sioux in 1879, 
hoped and expected that they would remain in the British 
—. and that in the future we should be free from 
be annoyances to which we have been subjected by them. 
These a and expectations, however, have been disa’ 
inted. iven by necessity to follow the herd of buffalo 
soon senveneed the boundary, and in greater or smaller 
numbers they have been on our soil since. Raids by small 
parties into the Valley of the Yellowstone and in contiguous 
regions have been frequent, but they have been successfully 
snd gallantly met by Col. Miles and the troops under his 
command. Recently a change seems to have taken place in 
the sentiments of these Indians, A large number of them 
have come into Fort Keogh and surrendered themselves as 
ners of war (in all 1,030 Indians). It is believed that a 
© majority of those still out will surrender before 
cold weather sets in. To bring about this result, Colonel 
Miles at his own suggestion, has been directed to notify 
the different bands that, should they not come into 
Fort Keogh by a specified time, they will be pursued by mili- 
a7 force till captured or driven across the border. Col. 
Miles is now making preparations to take the field in case it 
should become necessary todoso, During the months of 
August and Septembe: a large number of the hostile Sioux 
collected about the eo Creek Agency. Their conduct was 
— peaceable, though they plundered the agency gar- 
lens. The agent, havinz become alarmed for the safety of 
the agency, reported to the Bureau of Indian Affairs and the 
honorable Secretary of the Interior, that military protection 
was needed, and I received orders from the Lieutenant- 
General to station troops there. Two companies of the lith 
Infantry were selected for this purpose, and arrangements 
have been made to put them in huts at tho agency during the 
coming winter. Notwithstanding the surrender of a portion 
of the hostile Sioux, I still think that a post should be estab- 
lished on Frenchmen’s Creek, and as near to the boundary as 
possible. I, therefure, renew the recommendation which I 
made in my last annual report, that an appropriation of 
$200,000 be asked for this purpose. 
BRIG,-GEN. ORD'S REPORT. 

Brigadier-General Edward O. C. Ord, commanding the De- 
partment of Texas, reports nine men killed, two wounded, 
and one captured by Indians since October 1, 1879, the 
casualties being three less than during the previous year. He 
reports that the number of desertions has increased, and re- 
commends some genersl system under which regiments would 
take their turns at stations where they would improve under 
the influence of location ani rest. The total distance 
marched in expeditions and scouts during the year was 49,51¢ 
miles, an increase over that reported last year of 9,413 miles. 
Gen. Ord discusses the development of the hitherto unknown 
region of Texas and Mexico which is being insured by the 
rapid progress of the railroads, and says: 

I believe I am oniy carrying out the views of my superiors 
in co-operating with these enterprises. Every railroad is not 
only a rapid civilizer, but a sure tector to the frontier 
penetra: by it. The concessions by the Merican govern- 
ment to the Matamoros and Monterey Railroad Compan 
will, I am assured, insure the = completion of that ad, 
and this will make Brownsville a yd important town on the 
frontier. The rural population of the valley on this side 1s 
large, almoat entirely Mexican, and the lawless elements 
thereof accustomed to respect only military forse. Gens. 
Canales and Trevino have, ous the last two years, main- 
tained good order along their side of the river, but only by 
the aid of a strong force, and with a similar population on 
our side, if we expect to keep order, we must use similar 
means. Hence I am satisfied that a strong force should be 
maintained at or near Brownsville and Ringgold, with sub- 
posts at Edinburg and Santa Maria, so as to keep up a system 


of patrols. 
BRIG.-GEN. AUGUR’S REPORT. 

Brigadier-General Christopher C. Augur, commanding the 
Department of the South, with headquarters at Newport Bar- 
racks, Kentucky, reports the general health of the troops at 
all the posts in his department as excellent, no fever having 
been reported during the year. It will be noted here, of 
course, by the readers of the Jounnan that the report was 
rendered, as usual, some weeks since, and the report speaks 
of the health as then existing. Owing to the removal of the 
13th Infantry from the department, Jackson Barracks, 
Louisiana, and Mount Vernon Barracks, Alabama, are at 
present without garrisons. The garrisons at Fort Barrancas 
and Key West, as a sanitary measure, were moved to Little 
Rock, Ark., and Tampa, Fla., but will be returned to their 
proper stations the lst of December. In target practice a 
marked improvement in shooting at long range is apparent, 
while at short range there is a falling off. This is attributed 
to the fact that the good shots get up to the higher ranges, 
while the classes shooting at the lower ranges are composed 
mostly of the worst shota and of new recruits. The kind 
and amount of instruction in target practice varied at the 
different posts. At Fort Barrancas, St. Angustine, Jackson 
Barracks, and Key West there were good ranges, and prac- 
tice at these posts was well kept up. At Little Rock and Hot 
Springs ranges were poor. At Atlanta no good range over 
200 yards is available. At¥Fort Johnson the small number of 
men precluded constant practice. At Newport Barracks there 
waa no range. During the year there were tried by General 
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Courta-martial 48 enlisted men, no officers, and by garrison 
courts 482 enlisted men, no officers, These 525 cases tried 
represent only 302 individual enlisted men, so it will 
be seen that these 302 cases were wied on an average 
twice, Discipline among the troops of the department is 
reported generally good, but somewhat impaired at Fort 
Johnson on account of the small number of officers. Atten- 
tion is called to the recommendation of the Judge-Advocate 
of the department that it be suggested to Congress to estab- 
lish the field officers’ court, or better, to authorize the detail 
of the line officer next in rank to the commanding officer, 
provided he be above the grade of Lieutenant, to act as gar- 
rison judge of minor offences. Gen. Augur makes this re- 
commendation : 

That the War Department furnish each post and de 
ment headquarters copies of all acts of State Legisla' 
ceding jurisdiction over the several reservations, it appearing 
that the Juége-Advocate of the department, having occasion 
to look for a cessation of jurisdiction over a reservation at 
Jackson Barracks, failed to find any act of the Louisiana 
Legislature ceding any jurisdiction there. 

BRIG.-GENERAL CROOK'S BEPORT. 

Brig,-Gen. George Crook, commanding the Department of 
the Platte, says that the Ute trouble has been the only one 
of the year in his Department, and on this he makes the fol- 
lowing noteworthy comments : 

Now that the excitement engendered by the occasion has 
abated it is easy to indicate one objectionable feature in our 
Indian policy, one for which some remedy should be provided 
before a recurrence of the same danger may be ible. I 
speak of the fact that the agencies for many of our worst 

1 and fiercest Indian tribes are situated at such re- 
mote distances from military posts that when danger arises 
the agent is necessarily constituted not alone the judge of 
the danger to be apprehended, but of the means necessary to 
be taken for its suppression. 

Such was the condition of affairs at the Ute Agency under 
Mr. Meeker. It should be remembered that these Indians do 
not belong to the Department of the Platte; that their 
agency was nearly two hundred miles south of its southern 
boundary, and that few, if any, officers of this department 
had any knowledge of the approaches to it. hen Mr. 
Meeker felt that danger was threatened he asked that 100 
troops be sent without delay. Double that nuwber were 
despatched, but from the nature of the country through 
which the colump had to pass it was easy to when too 
late, that a much greater number should have n asked 
for. Since that dato the total strength of the military force 
sent down from tbis department has been close upon fifteen 
hundred men, cavalry and infantry, and the sufferings en- 
dured by the White River column during the past winter from 
the extreme cold and the difficulty of obtaining supplies were 
very great. 

I understand from the public prints that the commission 
treating with the Utes for the cession of their reservation only 
demand the surrender of the Indians ccncerned in the mur- 
der of Agent Meeker and his employees, and decided that it 
would make no demand for the surrender of those implicated 
in the assault upon Major Thornburgh and his command. 
This discrimination I cannot but regard as unjust and unwise. 
The Indians who murdered haunt Eek and his employees 
murdered Major Thornburgh and the men who fell with him. 
The one act was no greater crime than the other. Major 
Thornburgh was on his way to the Ute Agency, in obedience 
to Agent Meekers request, to preserve order and restrain 
turbulency. He was not there to make war upon the Utes 
and they knew it. The very evening preceding their attack 
upon him a number of their chiefs had cneened his camp, as 
they had previously done, partaken of his hospitality and as- 
sured him of their friendship. The last message Meeker ever 
sent to Thornburgh was to the effect that the Indians, with- 
out provocation, treacberously lay in ambuscade and attacked 
the troops with the results already known. To consider such 
behavior an act of war is to give a new meaning to the term. 
It was nothing more or less than murder. Certainly it was 
as much murder as the killing of Mr. Meeker and those em- 
ployed under him, To treat it as anything else is equivalent 
to asserting that an Indian commits a crime only when he 
kills the agent who invokes assistance, but not when he way- 
lays and destroys the men who moved to render the assistance 
asked for. 

The life of an officer and a soldier of the Army is as dear 
to him, perhaps as valuable to his country, as is that of an 
agent or employee of any other branch of the Government, 
and it will be a bad precedent to establish that the one may 
be taken with impunity, while the other must be accounted 
for by the delivery to justice of those who destroy it. 

I would respectfully recommend that Congress be requested 
to pass an act conferring brevets upon officers conspicuous 
for gallantry in Indian wars. Of all wars in which our troops 
have been engaged these are, as I have before had occasion 
to remark, the most dangerous, the most thankless, and the 
most trying. Certainly it is not asking too much to seek for 
the simple justice of a recognition whigh brings with it neither 
an increase of rank or pay and has no value whatever beyond 
the gratification afforded the worthy revipient and the emula- 
tion it will surely excite among his comrades and associates. 
It has been the custom for some years to award medals of 
honor to private soldiers distingnished for gallantry in these 
campaigns. Why should the meagre honor of a brevet be 
withbeld from the officers who have commanded them? With 
the great improvement in arms in the hands of the savages 
the perils of conflicts with them have immensely in 
since the close of the Rebellion, as our ghastly array of killed 
and wounded officers and soldiers will certify, and besides 
losses in killed and wounded we must take into account the 
great numbers of strong men who have become prematurely 
old from the exposure, privations, and trials of the Service, 
I do not believe that any force in the world has ever been 
called upon to do so much, in the ratio of its effective strength, 
as has the little handful of men on the frontier we call the 

egular Army. I earnestly hope that this subject may re- 
ceive the attention it deserves. 

Gen. Crook speaks of the late Lieut. Weir as ‘a brave, 
bright, and honorable soldier,” and also renders these tri- 
butes : 

I cannot omit mention of the gallant defence made by the 
survivors, under Capt. J. 8. Payne, 5th Cavalry, and the re- 
markably rapid march of Gen. Wesley Merritt, and his com- 
mand in hastening to their rescue—a march almost without 
example for rapidity of movement and excellent manage- 
ment, and for which Gen. Merritt and all who participated 
are entitled to the highest commendation. In connec- 
tion also, I may be itted to refer to the excellent be- 
havior of (then) Capt. Dodge, 9th Cavalry, who has since 
received a proper reward in his promotion to the position of 
major and poymaster. 

BRIG.-GEN. MARCY’S REPORT. 
‘ -Gen. Maroy, after describing the!workings of his 
Office says : 


With one exception, in which case an investigation is pend- 
ing and prompt action being taken by the proper authorities, 
the reports show that the public moneys received by all Army 
officers have, during the past year, been kept and correctly 
disbursed according to statutory requirements, and their ac- 
counts, with a few slight clerical irregularities, which have 
been promptly rectifi were satisfactorily made up and 
rendered. 

It is recommended that a uniform system for keeping cash 
and check books be prescribed and enforced for all disburs- 
ing officers. Reference is made to the neglect which the 
artillery arm is receiving, and tothe necessity of adding mea- 
sures for more practice and study iu the improved weapons 


mendation made by the Inspector-General Division of the 
Atlantic that the condition of the armament of the forts on 
the Atlantic coast certainly s=2is for immediate attention by 
the General Government. 

For the protection of the recent improvements and the ex- 
pansion of mining and other interests in Arizona, it is recom- 
mended that a site for a new military post be selected on the 
border and garrisoned by a sufficient force to afford such 
protection to our citizens, who are settling there in large 
numbers, as may be needed. 

Small-arm target practice is referred to as having been 
highly satisfactory during the past year. 

It is recommended that the law approved June 23, 1874, 
providing that the Secretary of War may detail officers of the 
line, not exceeding four, to act as assistant inspector-generals, 
be modified so that the number of line office:s to be detailed 
for duty and the frequency of inspections of the accounts of 
disbursing officers may be determined by the Secretary of 
War according to the requirements of the service. 

BRIG.-GEN. DUNN'S REPORT. 

Brig.-Gen. W. M. Dunn, Judge-Advocate-General of the 
Army, again recommends some declaratory legislation in 
reference to the military statute of limitations as applied to 
the crime of desertion, and expresses the hope that the bill 
which has passed the Senate and been reported favorably to 
the House of Representatives will become a law at the ap- 
proaching session of Congress. He refers to the recent de- 
cision of the U. 8. District Court for the District of New York, 
in the case of Thomas Davison, on habeas corpus, as sustain- 
ing the construction by himself and his predecessor of the 
Article of War limiting prosecutions for desertion. As in 
previous reports, Gen. Dunn calls attention to the advisability 
of enacting an Article of War to prohibit gambling in the 
Army, as in the Navy, and to enforce the prohibition by ap- 
propriate punishments. He expresses the belief that gambling 
is less prevalent than it has been for man years, but he thinks 
it should be driven out of the Army altogether, as duelling 
has been, by an Article of War placing it in the category of 
military crimes. He notes that the law, as a matter of public 
policy, will not permit the pay of an officer, in the hands of a 
disbursing officer, to be attached for the payment of a pri- 
vate debt, no matter how sacred may be the consideration on 
which it is founded; but that the gamblers’ code enforces 
the payment of the so-called debt of honor with merciless 
exaction. He adds: 

The cases are not too rare in the Army, where, after an 
officer as, perhaps, through the super proficiency of his ad- 
versary in gambling games, unfairly lost his money; he has 
also, in like manner. lost his pay-rolls for months in advance 
and been thus deprived of the meaus provided by his Gov- 
ernment for the support of himself and family, while he is 
intrusted with the performance of important duties. An 
officer thus embarrassed is unfitted for the proper discharge 
of his duties, and that one occasionally should be driven by 
his necessities to resort to criminal methods of procuring 


meaus of support, resulting in his disgraceful dismissal from 
the Army, is more a matter of sorrow than surprise. 


He quotes from a report by the Military Committee of the 
Senate, made to that body at its iast session on a bill for the 
enactment of an Article of War against gambling, and re- 
commending the passage of the same. In this report refer- 
ence is made to an army regulation of the British army, by 
which all gambling, in garrison, camp, quarters, or hospitals. 
is strictly forbidden, and it is expressly made the duty of 
commanding officers to discountenance the practice. The 
Judge-Advocate -General thinks the Senate bill ought to pass. 

BRIG.-GEN. BROWN’S REPORT. 

Paymaster-Gen. Brown’s report says that the receipts and 
expenditures of his department for the year ending June 30, 
1880, amounted to $15,332,672.96. The amount received from 
soldiers’ deposits was $477,174.44, an increase of $106,404.06 
over the previous year. He recommends that the number of 
paymasters’ clerks be increased from 54 to 60, and that their 
compensation, which is now but $1,200, be increased, and 
that Congress be called upon to render available the unex- 
pended balances, in order that the expenses attending the 
payment of the bounty claims of colored soldiers or their heirs 
may be met. 

The attention of the Secretary is invited to the subject of 
pay of officers of the Army while on leave of absence. The 
report says the extent to which leaves should be granted may 
be safely left to the guarded action and recommendation of 
the department and division commanders and the General of 
the Army and the decision of the Secretary of War. Under 
existing laws, the report says, an officer can receive a leave of 
30 days each year—not to be culminated more than four 
years—on full pay ; and for any time in excess of that, he is 
reduced to half-pay. Gen. Brown considers the operation of 
these laws as harsh and unjust,{as well as very unequal, and 
as they were, in his opinion, enacted as war measures, he 
earnestly recommends that Congress be requested at the ap- 
proaching session to repeal them. 

COL. GETTY’S REPORT. 
Brevet Major-Gen. George W. Getty, colonel of the 3d 
Artillery, commanding the Artillery School at Fortress 
Monroe, gives a thorough review of the work at this school, 
with detailed reports from each instructor. Under Capt. L. 
Lorain, the officers haye been engaged upon an actual recon~

COL. MCCOOK’S REPORT. 


Brevet Major-Gen. Alexander McD. McCook, lieutenant 
colonel of the 10th Infantry, superintendent of the post 
schools of the Army, after submitting tables which show 
that there are in the aggregate about 3,590 scholars, including 
enlisted men, now attending the post schools, speaks of the 
increase of spirit which is manifested in the cause and says 
the on!y difficulty experienced is in obtaining teachers. 
There is at present in course of erection as many school 
houses at military posts as appropriations will admit of. One 
of the great advantages of these schools, the report states, 
is that they offer opportunities for the education of the 
children of emigrants who may settle in the vicinity of mili- 
tary posts, every encouragement being offered to the parents 
to send their children to the post schools, and the only ex- 
pense they incur is in purchasing their own books. It is 
stated that education in the Army has become necessary on 
account of the improved arms, and that experience has 
shown that men of liberal education can be taught the use 
of the rifle with much more facility than men who have not 
received any education. Gen. McCook calls special attention 
to the difficulties met with in obtaining competent teachers 
for the post schools from the enlisted men of the Army, and 
Bays: 

A soldier detailed for teacher in a post school now 
receives 35 cents per diem extra pay, and is subject to 
military duty (garrison and field), or such other duties as 
may be prescribed by his post commander, 

Gen. McCook recommends that a law be passed by Con- 
gress authorizing the enlistment into the Army of 150. com- 
petent young men (1 for each post), to be rated as school-

= ow front was generally good, but the extreme closeness 
of ranks detracted from the otherwise fine appearance of 
the company. The tactics call for facing distance between 
ranks, but here the men appeared to be “‘ chock up.” It 
looks very pretty, but it is not correct. The platoon move- 
ments and whi were all excellent. But one movement 
was executed in double time. This was left front into line 
from column of fours, the first four failing to comply with 
the provisions for ‘‘double time.” It was noticed that at the 
formation the company was not inspected before being 
turned over to the captain, a point which must have been 
noted by General Upton; indeed he could not have failed to 
notice that the command was not inspected, for a man in the 
very centre of the command who wore a flaring white collar, 
and who by the way was a very poor soldier, destroyed the 
symmetry of the line, and gave the company that ‘‘old time 
millish” appearance, which the officers of the mt force 
are endeavoring to eradicate. The drill as a whole was fair, 
yet barely up to the average of the companies of half a dozen 
regiments in New York and Brooklyn, At ‘‘recall” the com- 
pany marched to its quarters, pk gat taken by a 
tail of twelve files from Company F, under Captain Pettit, 
who were to execute skirmish movements. From first to last 
we must consider this drill a failure, for the very first point 
in the instruction of the skirmisher, reliance on himself, was 
wanting. The tactics specially direct that ‘‘officers con- 
— aim to impress each man with the idea of his indi- 
viduality and the aw that rests upon him,” yet this 
drill was y mechanical, every movement being made in 
unison, the men waiting for each other and apparently 
counting time. Even in the firings this was observed. The 
deployments were poor, the men not thoroughly understand- 
ing — The advances in line, assemblies, wheel- 
ings, , in fact, all united movements performed in the 
cadence step were excellent; but the rallies were poor. An 
order to “ lying down” was handsomely executed and 
received a peak of a use; but we know of no such order 
for a line of ers, the advance advantage of 
the ground for protection, etc. The men, too, were nervous, 
and when out of the rut of shoulder to shoulder were appar- 
ently at sea. We noticed at one of the double wheels a cor- 
poral who, ing an order, deliberately stood fast, be- 
cause he fancied he had received an incorrect command. 
Fancy this man on the skirmish line, with an enemy in front 
of him. It might be well for the members of this skirmish 
class to remember that ‘‘ to the rear” does mean about face. 
At the conclusion of this drill assembly was sounded and th> 
details from Compavies B,C, D, E, G, and H, marched from their 
quarters. These companies were formed in good shape, adju- 
tant’s call sounded, reports of sergeants received, and all the 
usual formulas of an equalization gone through with, although the 
details were previously announced as twelve files each.

A 
centre forward with deployment by right and left front into line, 
were all that could be desired, but in the next movement a bad 
blunder was caused through the mistaking of the order’. Tue 
companies had executed left forward fours left, and then fours 
right about was given, but the right company executing fours 
ht only, formed in column and blocked the left company of the 
Division.

the command. Gen. Moliceux knew his men, their discipline and 
woth, and that he wus ready to steke the reputation of his Bri- 
gade on the work of the 23d was a guarantee that he, who should 
anow the cupabilities : f every organ zation of his com mand, was 
content that Gen. Upton should form his opinion on the duty of 
the regiment during the eveniug. “ First drill of the season” has 
been a bugbear long enough, and if officers are so short of brains 
that a seeming rest—for with regular parades and (reedmoor offi- 
cers cannot well get rusty—will drive the tactics from their heads 
they are not fitted tocommand. We have been close and sharp in 
our criticism, injorder to show to the militia of the United 
States the actual errors committed by a regiment suddenly called 
together for duty after a rest of four months. The crrors from a 
critical point were indeed few, and if the skirmish drill had been 
omitted the regiment would bave won honors. Gen. Upt n has 
seen many fine reziments from the time when a Brevet 2d Lieut., 
U.S. A., at Washington, in 1861, he was the drill master of Uo. 
F, 12th New York, and for the first time witnessed the evolutions 
of the then crack regiment, regulars and volunteers, to this even- 
ing, when he was shown che p oficiency that can be ob ained by 
volunteer militia who devote buc one evening of each weck for say 
eight months cf the year to drill and tactics. His opinion of this 
drill and regiment can best be expressed in his own langitage: ‘I 
have seldom witn«ssed a better battalion drill, and though some 
mistakes had occurred—and mistakes always would occur—the 
coolness aud collectedness with which they had been rectified 
showed the officers of the regiment to be well qualitied to com- 
mand, and that their men were well drilled.” 


FortyY-SEVENTH New York, Brooxtyn.—A more perfect 
night for out door drill, than that chosen by Colonel Brownell for 
the illustration of his street riot system, for the information of 
Major General Upton, would have been hard to find. The weather 
was just warm enough to make open air exercise comfortable, 
while the bright moon enabled the special guests and spectators 
to witness the very minute details of the movementz. Street riot 
duty has absoibed the attention of both Regular and militia 
officers during the past years, and every idea advanced has been 
clesely scanued and worked out. In the Journat of December 6 
1878, we published in full the system perfected by Colonel W. H 
Brownell, 47th New York, every movement of which is in con- 
formity with the revised tactics, and it was most natural that 
Gencral Upton, the author of the tactics, should desire to witness 
a practical illustration of the system. During his visit to Brook- 
lyn this chance was offered him by General Molineaux, and on 
Tuesday, Nov. 16, the 47th regiment was directed to parade for 


that purpose. The regiment was ordered to report at Wilson 
street and Bedford avenue at a quarter before 9 P. m., and ex- 
actly at that hour Col. B.ownell, with eight companies, 16 files, 
reported for duty. The regiment marched from its armory in 
column of fours, followed by a crowd of spectators, which added 
to those already on the ground, filled the stoops and sidewalks to 
overcrowding. The companies were at once wheeled into column, 
the guests of the evening, Generals Upton and Molineux, General 
Woodward, late Adjt. Gen. S. N. Y., and General Latta, Adjt. 
Gen., Pennsylvania; Colonel Mizner, 8th U. S. Cav.; Commodore 
Cooper and (apt. Haydock, U.S. Navy, and officers of the Na 
tional Guard of New York and Brooklyn, were placed betweeu 
the 2d and 3d companies, and all was ready forthe drill. ‘““Flanked 
column order’ was the first command, and before the guests were 
aware of what was intended, the oblong sqnare {was formed with 
its flankers and sharp shooters. This formation is provided sim- 
ply as one of defence, in marching to the scene of trouble or riot, 
and pre for any emergency. The column was advanc-d 
some distance and its advantages fully explained to General Up- 
ton, while the march in retreat was executed simply by an about 
face, not a gap being opened in the column. During these marches 
the column was widened and reduced to meet the needs of ima- 
i emergencies. The fighting formation was next illustrated. 
nis is termed “Street riot order,”’ and is a column of divisions 
formed from column of fours, column of corapanies, or the flanked 
col mn order. In this formation distances between divisions msy 
be increased or as circumstances require, and when 
once formed the column may be moved either to front or rear, by 
simply facing to the desired front. As the column advances the 
mob recedes, and as an intersecting street is approached the great 
advautages of the system is shown. The Ist and 2d Divisions exe- 
cute * Arms, port.” and as the street is reached ‘right and left 
tnra” is given. This movement resolves itself into a rush upon 
the mob, and coming unexpectedly, with the pieces held firmly 
across the breast used as a lever, is simply irresistible, while 
the fronts are repeatedly changed, preventing the great brunt of 
the. work from falling on one division. During the drill the 
crowds of tators ray entered into the epirit of the exhibition, 
Wonees of aiding the iment in the illustration, and 
the tarns were frequent, soldiers not particularly 
mindfal of persons, not a cross word or complaint was beard.

formed in line of battle, and due honora paid to the general offi- 
cera. Colonel Brownell then advanced, and saluting, said : “ Gen- 
eral Upton, I have the honor to present to you the 47th regiment, 
National Guard, State of New York."’ The general retu ned the 
salute, advanced to the front and addreased the regiment in a most 
complimentary vein, He eaid: “Colonel, I have great satisfac- 
tion to express this evening in witnessing the movements executed 
on Bedford avenue. Tue work of the soldier is a practical work 
and I see that you and your officers are directing your attention 
especially to this work. In the National Guard there is nothing 
more important than a knowledge of the mo t y for 
the repelling and dispersing of a mob, The work I have seen 
done this evening has been admirable. I have been thoroughly 
delighted and perfectty satisfied. I have no criticisms to make on 





our system, aod I believe it would be tho: ly effective: I 

ve noticed that your men were in all instances self posse: 
that your officers kept thorough-eontrol of their companies, and 
that your commands were obvyed_ as all commands shoald ‘be 


obeyed. During the last two days L have seen splendid work by 
the National Guard here, and §I feel like congratulating, not only 
the two regiments (the 23d and 47th) but the Brigadier General 
commanding, upon the efficiency that I nave seen displayed.” 
Dur.ng the generai’s remarks the men stood at ** parade rest,” 
and steady as statues, but when at the conclusion of the speeeh 
** reat’”” was given, the enthusiasm was unbounded. The regi- 
ment was then dismissed. An informal reception wag then ten- 
dered the special guest of the evening in the council room of the 
officers, where, after ample justice had been done the good thiugs 
provided by Quartermaster Kelly, end speeches became the_ order 
of the hour, General Upton reiterated even more strongly than his 
expression to the regiment his sense of the completeness of Col. 
Browneli’s movements for street riot duty, to which he added a 
warm personal tribute to the worth and ab.lity of the colonel as 
an instructor and tactician. Speeches were also made by Adjt. 
Gen. Latta, Cols. Mizner, Ward, Scott, and King, the company 
separating at a late hour. 


PgnnsyLvVANiA.—By invitation of Major Ryan, command- 
ing the State Fencibles, Major Gen. Upton was present on 
Thursday evening, Nov. 11, and witnessed a drill of the bat- 
talion. In addition there were present by invitation, Gens. 
Hartranft, Latta, and Snowden, Cols. Hassinger, Greene, 
Mathews, North and Thayer, of the Staff ; Col. Weidersheim, 
of the 1st regiment ; Col. Bonnaffon, of the 3d regiment; and 
other prominent military men. For a better appreciation of 
the difficulties attendant upon manoeuvring the battalion, 
and yet for the very excellent manner in which the battalion 
was handled and the movements performed, in the limited 
space of the Broad and Race street armory, we would pre- 
mise by stating that after equalization into four companies 
of 16 files each, it was but barely possible to form line on the 
long side of the room ; and the width estimating by the eye 
is not much more than half its length. The formation and 
turning*over of the battalion to Major Ryan by Adjt. Berger, 
having been nicely performed, Gen. Upton and accompanying 
guests were aunounced. After they were seated, the drill 
began with the manual of arms, which for precision and 
uniformity of movement was as near perfection as poor hu- 
manity can hope to attain, every motion being given with 
distinctuess and suap. If any adverse criticism can be r-aie, 
it is that the motions were made at a rate faster than the 

‘90th part of a minute. Fixing and unfixing bayonets were 
especially worthy of note, being repeatedly given with almost 
clockwork regularity. The order of arms of the Fencibles we 
have several times noted in the JounnaL as being tactical 
almost to the letter, and the battalion as the only organiza- 
tion in Philadelphia so executing it. Again it was rendered, 
barring the bang, with all the accuracy which the most stal- 
wart. exponent of Upton could ask for, The battalion move- 
ments, commencing with a mirch in column of fours, were 
executed without break or hitch, and with but four notice- 
able errors. Throughout the evening, In column of fours, 
distances were rarely other than absolutely perfect. Cadence 
exactly 110 to the minute, regular and solid step but rather 
short ‘‘ to the rear,” and the obliques perfect. ‘To the right, 
on the right, to the left and on the left, close column of 
companies were all performed in excellent shape, The ploy- 
ments followed, and with no less accuracy. The deploy- 
ments were only marred by failure to properly use the 
markers, and in one instance that of a deployment on an in- 
terior company by the companies on the right being impro- 
perly dressed to the right instead of toward the designated 
company. A march in column of fours, followed by, on the 
left, close column of companies executed in double time, was 
admirably carried out. Change direction by the loft flank, 
also executed in double time, and in almost faultless style. 
When halted in column but one company, may be said, ex- 
cept for mere matter of form sake, to have really required 
dressing. To have followed every movement, and to have 
detected every error, if there were other errors, would have 
required closer attention than the evening and those present 
allowed us to give. Promptness, rapidity. and accuracy were 
the features of not only the movements mentioned above, 
but of the many others executed. Excellent ! cannot. be sur- 
passed! would have been the praise given to the drill if per- 
formed in a hall proportionate in size to the number on 
drill, Considering the limited space we aro sure none will 
grudge this meed of praise. 

At the conclusion of the drill General Upton was intro- 
duced to the battalion. In a few remarks h2 complimented 
the commands upon its dress and general appearance, upon 
its @ficiency and discipline, adding, that if called upon to 
report officially upon tho dri!l, he could do nothing else than 
give the battalion the maximum credit for all the movements 
he had witnessed. Cheers were then given for Generals Up- 
ton, Hartranft, Snowden and Latta, and Chaplain Allen. We 
would only remark—hereafter don’t do it when at an “at- 
tention.” An adjournment was made to Donaldson’s, where 
& sumptuous banguet was partaken of. Speech making 
finally closed a pleasant evening's entertainment.

The regu- 
lations and orders fixing the commutation of a man’s rations 
while he is travelling and not able to carry or cook his daily 
food, was fixed at seventy-five cents a day many ago— 
I think long before I came into the Army, and when it was 
possible at country stage-road taverns to @ meal for 
twenty-five cents! Now at oe of the sta overland 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic, the price of a single meal is 
a dollar! and it is mere mockery to give a man but seventy- 
five cents and expect him to feed himself on thissum. The 
case of an enlisted man is different from that of a commis- 
sioned officer. The enlisted man is to be fed by the Govern- 
ment and at its cost. It is a part of his contract ; and if you 
commute at all, it should be at a price that will effect the 
object. One dollar and a half is less now than seventy-five 
cents was when the latter rate was established.
